turfaoe nnd In the corners, Tho heat 
mutt rlao all over to noli ioso than 12.1 
degrees. This di'.ilri>ys tlin germs ol 
tnngn.^ lif-> (iiarl.'ria). ami when tlio 
nir la excliiiieil nil {eruiontatloa Itops, 
and tlie ensilage ramalni Jnat at It If-r 
sweet and palatable at iMth oeihk te4* 
dor. onlv oartlv cooked and softened. 



Ensilage prepared in this way Is de- 
cidedly preferable- even to steamed 
corn fodder. Il is mure palatable, 
equally nntritlout, and probably more 
to, and it eaten with a keener relish. 
Dry com fodder occupies fully four 
timet, and in many caiet five times, 
tlio sjince oecupied by eiisilnge. Tiio 
early .silos were very exjiciiHively 
built, being of brick or stone aud ce- 
mented. Modem lUoa are in many 
cases entirely alxnre ground, ot wood, 
and no more ezpenaive than a good 
ice-house, which they greatly reaera- 
lilc. Tho foundation should lie o( 
stone, lopped with good sills— I'J to 3- 
incli plunk will do — and the Iriune 
raised upon this, "balloon" style. 
When the frame it up, cover the Inside 
with sheathing, paper and tight board- 
ing, tho outside with any good lap- 
siding. The door goes from top to 
bottom, licing eompoied ot three abut- 
tors for tho outside and mov- 
able boards iMitween eleiit.s for 
the Inside. The walls should 
lie alxteen feet higli, with a good root 
over all Under the roof, planks tann- 
ing a platform may be placed for con- 
venience of handling and storing tho 
v.'c!gh!i. !! '.i"..|gh!: be used. When 
tilled tile contents are leveled off, cov- 
ered with tarred paper at nearly air 
tiglit at potfiUe, thit kept in place by 
planlts laid close, with weights upon 
liieHc. Tho most convenient weights 
are small strong barrels, tilled with 
gravel and headed up. Hiram Smith, 
of .Sheboygan, instead ot weighttb Ut«t 
six Indies of sawdust 

Com sowed for ensilage it no longer 
drilled In at the rate of two bushels or 
more to tliu acre, and cut when (he ears 
ura just In theaiik) but fourteen quarts 
Is enough. The plants shoiiM stand 
not less than six inches a|)art in the 
drills, and not bo cut until the ears, ol 
which there will bo fully half as many 
as If the oora ware planted in bllU, are 
well glaaod. At tlib period tbe stalks 
eontahi tlio most sugar, ud though 
th* tnx npon die land is moob groater, 
the value uf the crop It greater tit pro- 
pordon. — American Dairjimtm.

As tdldt and plaita diminish upon 
the latter, more color and variotv nro 
bepamlng apparent on tho anrfaeu of 
the fabrics In which draperies 
liV'i io]>rc.soiitcJ.

A costume lately supplie<l to • 
leader of fashion, wliieh had its mor^ 
dure surface fleekeil with gold, showed 
a braid uf the former color earried atl^ 
bordering at tho edge of the draperr.

the bodice. The collar of the latle^ 
was folded back at the throat, to

CARE OF STOVES. 

Tlia Treatmant Tker attoald Baealm 
flpnnsr and Atttiunn. 

The licst time to eomnienco putting 
up a stove fdr winter use is, wlien it il 
taken down in tlio spring. In remov- 
ing tlio )iipe. keep each length and 
elbow In iu order until the ashes and 
soot Inside are entirely removed. 
Then oomnienclng with the piece 
which entered the ehimney. or the 
len.<;th joining the sidve, nniuber each 
end of each lenglli, on the in.side, w ith 
chalk, in cousccittivo order. Tlien in 
tho fail there will be no trouble in 
fitting. The pipe should be oiled with 
swoat or lard oil. Oaator oil will 
answer by warming, if lard oil ia not 
at linnd. Russia pipe espeoially, Il 
much better protected by oiling. 

Every stove rci|nii'iiig lo be moved 
should have n platform mounted on 
castors, npon whieb the atove oan stand 
when not in nae. Thiseanbe mndeby 
any one capable of driving nails. Take 
n good stout grocery ijox. Cnt off "Me 
or end that it may just lit under tlu 
atovo, leaving tho legs in plaet-. Nail 
oil again the end or side removed, also 
ilie cdver. This makes a firm, tight 
box. Purohaae at a hardware store u 
set of four swivel castors. A gcnd sot, 
strong enough to boar the weiglit of nn 
orllnary stove cnn be boughl for n 
dollar. A set of hoiue-niaile, hard 
wood wheels turned in a latiie will 
answer nicely. Altacli these ca.stors to 
the box, having the eutiro structiirt 
about one ineh higher than the 8i'>ea 
between the stove and sine, 'i'liis ]ir<t 
lonves the legs froa frinii the floor 
when the stove ii on the plalfunii. By 
raising tlie flf.ive a liltle on ono 
side 111" plalf.irni can lio readily 
adjusted, after which a chiljLean move 
it any where on n level. The slovo 
should be left on this pintforni. unlll it is 
again in place in tho fnll. This ob- 
viates all lifting; aud, if it bo desirnlilo 
to black the stove, a week before it is 
time to put It up, it ean MadUy be 
rolled out and back. 



RIOiUlMED RUBBER. 

How It Is Einployril lii tlio Milaur»ctar» 
uf New (luotl*. 

It is well known among the dealers 
iu rubber gimds, if uot among tho con- 
sumers, that a largo amount ot old or 
reclaimed rubber Is worked In with 
tho now gum robber in tho monnfaot' 
tlie of gobds. This ai>plies in fnct lo 
nil rubber goods which are iiiadiu to 
boots nnd shoos, mec-hanieal rubber 
nnd to rubber cldthiiig. .So tar 
is that carried tliat some •)! iho 
rnbbar clothing is snid to 
bo uiado entirely of this old or re- 
elaimed rubber. In soiiie cnaos thll re- 
claimed rubber nnswors the purpose 
verv >vell, as somo of it Is n good 
iiualily and il gives body to tho nrtiele. 

In other cases it is of poor quality 
nnd lis only ndvautago Is tlint it gives 
body nnd is clieapi r than tho gnm for 
this purpose. Even Iho poorer grailes 
of reclaimed rubber, howovcr, are oj 
the nature of rubber and unite nntur- 
ally with tho gum nnd form a homo- 
geneous mass, but this con not bo s-ld 
of the cliomienla nnd other foroign aub- 
stances which arosometimos employed. 
Thus wltlting has been extensively 
employed by rubber manufaoturors. 
beeanaa of Its cheapness and weight as 
a filler, being very exten.sively worked 
into soma gMda. No ono pretends to 
say that it add! in any way to the valae 
of the gooda. In fact, it is claimed to 
be a poaitive harm to tlieni. B 
manofaotnrers must hare a flllnr. 
have tued It eztonaiveiy.— fu"
